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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3-8, 18-22, 26-28, 31, 37, 38, 44, 49, 51-56, 66-70, 74-76,78, 79, 85, 86, and 
92. 

2. Previously withdrawn claims are allowed for the reason 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The closest prior art of record was found to be Mullee (US 6,306,564), Castrucci (US 
6,521,466), Mulle (US 6,971,656), DeSimone (US 5,944,996), and McClain (US 6,743,078). 

5. Mullee '654 and Mullee '656 both fail to teach or suggest the use of boric acid and a 
supercritical fluid. Mullee further fails to teach the use of a combination of amine and a 
surfactant. 

6. Similarly, Castrucci fails to teach or suggest the use of boric acid and a supercritical 
fluid. Castrucci further fails to teach the use of a combination of amine and a surfactant. 

7. DeSimone and McClain both fail to teach the combination of boric acid and a 
supercritical fluid as well as fail to teach the applicant's specific amines in combination with a 
surfactant. 

8. As the applicant's withdrawn claims are of an equivalent scope as those of the 
composition, previously withdrawn claims are allowed for the reason set forth above.
